Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 7 Aug 80 pp l, 8 


[Text] Leader of the visiting Workers’ Party delegation of the Democratic

IDL CHAIRMAN HAILS DECISION ON BANKING 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 6 Aug 80 p 8 


[Text] Moulana M.A. Rahim, Chairman, Isiamic Democratic League on Tuesday 
termed the Government decision to set up banks in the private sector as an impor- 
tant step that would help flourish the nat‘«..! economy. 


In a statement to the Press the IDL chief «aid that his party would support the 
decision if it did not give rise to unbric ©  spitalism. 


In another statement to the Press, Mr Siddiqur Rahman, First Secretary, Sramik 
Krishak Samajbadi Dal however criticised the decision for having banks in the 
private sector said that the decision was total surrender of the Government to 
capitalism and the multinational capitalists. 


Moulana M.A. Rahim said that the viewpoint from which industries, benks and 
insurance companies were nationalised after independence has turned out to be 
derogatory to the national economy. The nationalised banks failed to boost 
trade and commerce and turned into post office savings banks. Nationalisation 
has made the economy stagnant, he said. , 


He narrated the shortcomings of socialist and capitalist economic systems 
showins that none of the systems were good for the people and urged the Govern- 
ment to introduce an Islamic economy that would fulfill a constitutional obli- 
gation for the country, said a party Press release. 


Mr Siddiqur Rahman on the other hand said that banks in the private sector would 
strengthen the exploitations of black marketeers who would be able to take the 
economy to their control by utilising black money. 


He said that the decision neutralised what the people had achieved as the victory 
of the 1971 struggle. The people of the country would never accept the decision, 
he added. 


Merchants Body 


BSS adds: Bangladesh Hardware and Machinery Merchants’ Association has hailed 
the Government decision to allow banking in the private sector describing it as 

a "pragmatic one in the critical stage of our economy." In a statement issued in 
Dacca on Tuesday President of the Association Al-Haj A Rashid said that setting 
up of commercial banks in the private sector will help promote healthy and con- 
structive functioning in the vital banking system.

TEXT OF STATEMENT AT JOINT RIVERS COMMISSION 
vacece THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 31 Aug, 1 Sep 80 
[31 Aug 80, pp 1, 12) 


[Text! NewDehli, Aug 30: The 20th meeting of the Indo-Bangladesh Joint Rivers 
Commission began here today with both sides agreeing to work hard for solution 
of problems of Farakka and common rivers in a spirit of good neighbourliness, 
reports BSS. 


The meeting continued for three and a half hours today spreading over two ses- 
sions. The talks lasted for one hour in the morning session while for two and 
a half hours in the afternoon. 


Flood Control and Water Resources Minister Kazi Anwarul Huq led the Bangladesh 
delegation while Indian Irrigacion Minister Kedar Pandey headed his country's 
side. 


Kazi Anwarul Huq in his opening statement at the meeting said a “mutually 
acceptable” solution of the Farakka and other problems should be found since 
there was 4 larger measure of spirit of accommodation and understanding of 
outstanding issues between the two countries. 


The leader of the Bangladesh delegation stressed the need for sincere effort 
by both sides to arrive at a solution on the Farakka problem since “We believe 
there is a greater appreciation of each other's points of view now. 


Kazi Anwarul Huq sought to scotch speculations about the effectiveness of the 
TRC a body entrusted with big responsibility and reiterated that Bangladesh 
on ite part would make efforts so that the objectives of the joint body were 
attained. 


The Minister described the augmentation of dry season flows of the Ganges as 
the issue of “central concern” for the JRC and said despite the complications 
solution of the problem had to be found. 


Nothing about the talks could be known as there was no briefing. It is believed 
both sides placed their points of view. 


When approached, the leader of the Bangladesh delegation told BSS New Delhi 
correspondent that he would tell about the talks only after the joint statement 
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at the conclusion of the meeting. “It has been agreed by both sides", he 
eaid, 


The talke will resume tomorrow (Sunday). 


Following te the statement of the Minister for Power Water Resources and Flood 
Control Kagi Anwarul Huq at the meeting: 


"May I express on behalf of my delegation and myself our sincere pleasure over 
the warm hospitality extended to us, 


We are grieved to know of the havoc caused by the floods in India this year 
which hae taken a heavy toll of lives and damage to property. We, in Bangladesh, 
are also having a very severe flood problem this year. Floods are recurring 
menaces in both the countries. Co-operative efforts are needed to combat floods 
in both our countries, 


Since our last meeting which ended in some what of an impasse, one might say 
even of stangnation, certain key developments have taken place at the political 
level which, we believe, must be given due cognigance and weightage. [as pub- 
lished) 


The Foreign Ministers of our two countries have since met. Their meeting from 
all accounts was highly satisfactory and conducive to the creation of an atmo- 
sphere of good neighbourliness, cordiality and longer understanding. 


"We are thus meeting under the impetus of a changed atmosphere--in more ways 
than one, 


(a) there ise a larger measure of accommodation and understanding of the outstand- 
ing iesues between our two countries and appreciation of the viewpoints of each 
other. 


\b) More important, the understanding reached was not incompatible with or 
exclusive to the recognition of the usefulness of the work of the JRC. On the 
contrary, we believe that it is a reaffirmation of the validity and worth of 
our commission and explicitly recognised as such by the foreign ministers of 
our respective countries.

The following is the remaining part of the statement of Kazi Anwaru! Huq, 
Minister for Power, Water Resources 46 Flood Control at the opening session of 
the 20th meeting of the Indo-Bangiadesh Joint Rivers Commission which began 
in New Delhi on Saturday (partly reported in our Sunday's issue): 





Prime factor in stressing the above positive developments at the political level is 
cognition of the fact thet our President will also be meeting indian Prime Minis- 
ter Mre Indira Gandhi in the very near future. I believe that both Governments 
attach some significance to this meeting which would provide a further oppor- 
tunity for new directions and approaches of a positive nature. 








Ne said it will be appreciated that within the parameters of these two important 
political developments as we are charged with @ particular responsibility to do 
everything possible to attain the momentum of friendship that has been generated 
and build up the fund of goodwill and cordiality that has been created, 


Ke y rac tor 


Mr Huq stressed that the key factor governing our approach remarks that of a posi- 
tive search for narrowing down our differences and building up on areas of under- 
standing and agreement. In approaching the taske before us, I believe it is impor- 
tant that we view them in their true perspective, 


Over the paet yeare we have been witnesses to repeated charges of failure on the 
part of the JRC and thts has remained 4 constant pressure, 


Let @e categorically reiterate chat we do not believe that the JRC has failed. Yor 
do we believe that any other forum is more fitted or capable in carrying out the 
mandate entrusted to us. 


The failure lies in the eyes of the critics who cannot but lack perception of the 
iamensities of the problems facing ue. The problem of water resources, their 
alternate uses and sharing is one that is continuously growing. 


Sctence and technology have enhanced our capability of harnessing water for multi- 
farious uses but our knowledge of the adverse impact of such uses on hydrological 
ecological balances and other effects are yet to be adequately understood and 
studied, 


There le not only the question of maximisation of the use of scarce dry-season 
flows but aleo the problem of floods and its control. 


Competing Uses 


The crucial matter in studying remedies for these problems is the time factor, 

Mr. Huq eaid. It is now universally recognised that there is no simple panacea ior 
easy time-bound solution to these problems. Competing uses of scarce water resour- 
ces have bedevilled engineers, officials, diplomats etc., for generations not oniy 
between states across international frontiers but also in inter-state relations. 
The crucial point that, therefore, must be brought home is that matters pertain- 
ing to long-term augmentation and co-operation on sharing the Ganges waters are 
complicated and multi-dimentional. [as published] They touch not only on hydro- 
logical, ecological, engineering an economic problems, their feasibility and cost, 
but also on highly sensitive political sensibilities and susceptibilities. [as 
publiehed) It is precisely in recognition of these factors that our two Foreign 
Ministers explicitly recognised that both sides faced difficulties when they dis- 
cuseed the long-term augmentation of the Ganges river. 


It will be appreciated, therefore, that in dealing with these problems patience 
not haste, understanding and co-operation not mistrust, are the essential elements 
in approaching a common problem and finding just eventual solution, Mr Hug said. 








Difficulties in lmplementation 


Given these overa!l! compulsions it is our belief that the JRC has indeed tackled 
our problema with admirable perseverance, While echemes and proposals on the 
theoretical plane are relatively easy of production, it is in their implementation 
that the true difficulties emerge. We cannot have overall perception that such 
achemes can indeed be over-ambitious it is with the brief pre-fact that turning to 
the tesues on the agenda. [ae published) Mr Huq said there can be no doubt that 
primary, indeed almost exclusive concentration has been devoted to longterm aug- 
mentation of the Ganges [word illegible).

The goodwill generated by the two foreign minsters should be reflected on the ground 
and emaller iritants should be removed Mr. Huq said and added the commission will 
be failing in ite duty if the decisions taken by it are held in abeyance. [as pub- 
lished) The standing committees set up by it are yet to meet. 


The local level committees have yet to be formed on the Indian side. Other prob- 
lems are emerging which complicate the situation further such as decided decisions 
to construct barrages, the building of protective works. These need urgent atten- 
tion. In making these suggestions to invert the consideration of our traditional 
agenda it is not our intention to exclude consideration of the long-term augmenta- 
tion of the Ganges water. This cannot but remain a central concern. However, 
consideration of the other issues would have the advantage of inbuing us at 

least with a forward out look whose progress would have carry-over effects on the 
more entrenched problem. It is our hope that we can then tackle these issues with 
some degree of renewed freshness and vigour. 


Mr Huq reiterated Bangladesh's sincere cooperation in resolving the variour issues

The convict Syed Ahmed Bhuiyan working in the office of Chief Administrative 
Officer in the Ministry will have to suffer imprisonment for additional one 
year and a half if he fails to pay the fine--the amount of money he had mis- 
appropriated. 


In the judgment delivered on Thursday last the Special Judge also ordered that 
the Government might proceed against the properties of the convict "in realisa- 
tion of the fine” of the money which he missppropriated during the period from 
June, 1976 to November, 1977. 


The convict is stated to have acquired one house and two autorickshaws in Dacca, 
land in Tongi, one opera party at Comilia, and a fixed deposit of Tk 207221 at 
Khulna in his name and in ‘benami' with the misappropriated money received 
through serious breach of trust.” 


Syed Ahmed Bhuiyan was earlier convicted by the Special Martial Law Court No 1, 
Dacca in March, 1979 for misappropriation from the employees welfare fund and 
sentenced to suffer three years RI with fine of Tk. 16,457,00 or to suffer six 
months RI in default.

EDITORIAL NOTES CONCERN OVER NEW JUTE POLICY 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH TIMES in English 6 Aug 80 p 5 
[Editorial: “Jute Situation") 


[Text] The news of sharply falling prices in the countryside raises a concern 
whether jute growers are in for another hard wringing from vested trade lobbies 
with the withdrawal of price controls from the buying and selling of raw jute. 
The jute season has not yet come to full swing and in all fairness, we perhaps 
ought to wait some more time before delivering the final verdict on the effi- 
cacies of the new jute policy unfurled only last month. 


Since special endowments for emergency jute procurement and the previously 
declared incentive price to growers have actually only lined up the pockets of 
the trading classes and their official cohorts--it is argued that the disappear- 
ance of statutory procurement price might effect some savings for the government 
now, for such money in the past used to be quite liberally disbursed although the 
benefits never reached the intended beneficiaries, that is the growers. As it 
is, last year, BJMC could show some modest profits because procurement prices 
were remarkably low that rendered production costs lower and hence the new-found 
profitability. Lower price this year might offer an opportunity for a repeat 
performance. But the big ‘mahajans' controlling the real market of raw jute 
trade, who mop up the jute from growers in the vast internal market, would in- 
evitably feel like passing on whatever ‘unhappy’ experiences they face with the 
government over pricing by offering the hapless growers under their control 

even more dismal returns. And this is where the danger lies. The waiving of 
minimum price and other measures simultaneously taken may for a short while lift 
the moribund jute industry to a healthier state. But at what costs? If the dis- 
illusionment of the jute growers with prices persists, then the day may not be 
far off when the jute industry would be faced with a dire crisis from shortage 
of jute. 


We need effective policies everywhere, specially from bottom upwards. To stabil- 
ize and to increase the supply position of jute the farmers must get a return above 
his production costs as would keep alive his interest in jute cultivation. The 
plans of lifting jute directly from the grower level must be brought down from 

the realm of theoretics to actual practices. The cooperative idea should not 

only be propagated but steps must be taken so that we may visualise such coopera- 
tives coming into being at the earliest and working as custodians of farmers’ 
interests.

Party in Parliament, created when the party was in the opposition, has been 
abolished. 


Mre Indira Gandhi was elected chairman of the CPP(I) when she was not a member 
of Parliament. 


A general body meeting of the party today accepted an amendment to the consti- 
tution of the party abolishing the post. 


The CPP(1) now will have a leader, instead of the chairman, to be elected by the 
party M.P.s. 





According to another amendment accepted by the CPP(1) the deputy leaders of the 
party in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya Sabha will be nominated by the leader. 
Earlier, deputy leaders of the two houses were elected by the parliamentary party. 


The CPP(I) will, however, elect two secretaries, one for the Lok Sabha and the 
other for the Rajya Sabha. It would also elect a treasurer and the executive. 


The CPP(1) announced today that the election of the new office-bearers would be 
held on August 11. 


The last date for filing nominations is August 7 and withdrawals will be per- 
mitted till August 9. 


According to the amended constitution, the Prime Minister will be leader of the 
party as well as the leader of the house in the Lok Sabha. 


She will nominate a floor leader for the Rajya Sabha. Mr Lokesh Mishra, a 
Raiya Sabha member, will be returning officer for the parliamentary party 
election. The party will elect a 24-member executive--16 from the Lok Sabha 
and eight from the Rajya Sabha. 


In her address to the general body, Mrs Gandhi advised members to remain present 
in the house and participate in the deliberations more effectively.

DETAILS OF FOREIGN MINISTER'S U.N. SPEECH GIVEN 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 5 Oct 80 pp 1, 5 
[Text] United Nations, Oct 4 (PTI). 


In a wide-ranging address, External Affaire Minister P V Narasimha Rao yesterday 
urged Iran and Iraq to settle their differences peacefully in accordance with 
the principles and provisions of the UN charter. 


"We cannot but express regret that the conflict will inevitably lead to retarding 
the process of economic and social development which is so vital to the needs 
of the peoples of the two countries", he said. 


At the same time the conflict weakens the solidarity of the nonaligned and 
developing countries." [as published] 


Mr Rao was delivering India's statement to the 35th session of the U.N. General 
Assembly currently holding general discussions on the state of the world. 


Setting up a new precedent, Mr Rao addressed the Assembly in Hindi for a few 
minutes and then switched over to English. His reference to the Iran-Iraq 
armed conflict was brief. He spoke at greater length on such issues as 
Afghanistan, Kampuchea, West Asia, Namibia and the global economic issues. 


"The Indian delegation participates in this General Assembly in the context of 
a transformed domestic political perspective", Mr Rao began. 


He referred to another general election held since the assembly met last year. 
"The people of India appraised the challenges that they faced, reassessed the 
nature and quality of leadership required to meet them and massively reaffirmed 
their conviction in the leadership of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi." 


He said that a national consensus on foreign policy had evolved in India. There 
was unanimity of opinion in India about the relevance of the principles of non- 
alignment and the need for fostering friendship towards all nations “based on 
the five principles of peaceful co-existence". 


He said the people and Government of India were saddened by the recent and con- 
tinuing conflict between Iran and Iraq, close neighbours of India. 
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Referring to Afghanistan, Mr Rao said: "We are deeply concerned and vitally 


interested in the security, independence, stability and tranquillity of our 
friendly neighbour." 


India had been in touch with the councries of the subcontinent and other nations 
to prevent aggravation of dangers and hightening of tension. [as published] 


At the game time, he said, India had consistently emphasised the inadmissibility 
of the use of force in the internal affairs of sovereign States. "It is also 
our firm belief that only by upholding the independence, sovereignty anc terri- 
torial integrity of all states peace and stability can be preserved in the area.’

DELEGATES TELL SOFIA CONFERENCE CONCLUSIONS

[Text] The World Parliament of Peoples for Peace, organised by the World Peace 
Council in Sofia from 23 to 27 September, played a prominent role in exposing 
Brzezinsky's theory of ‘limited nuclear war' as a ‘surreptitious doctrine’ to 
bring about nuclear holocaust. 


This was stated by major Indian participants in the World Parliament--Prof 
Rasheeduddin Khan, MP, All-India, Peace and Solidarity Organisation chairman 
Chandrajit Yadav, MP, former Minister of State for External Affairs Bedabrata 
Barua, ALPSO general secretary Mrs Perin Romesh Chandra and Bihar State AIPSO 
secretary Shekhar Ganguly--at a press conference on the Capital on Saturday. 





While arousing public opinion on this aspect of the war danger and expressing 
serious concern over the Western designs, the World Parliament was able to 
generate confidence that peace-fighters were in a position to halt such a war. 
This optimism was available in the wide spectrum of participants--2,260 dele- 
gates from 137 countries and over 100 international organisations; including 
representatives of 30 political parties all over the world. 


Moreover, the powerful delegation from the US spoke eloquently of the resistance 
to war efforts by young men and women who were not merely opposing draft but 
also registration, and fighting not only the “limited nuclear war" theory but 
also US policy in the Indian Ocean, Indo-China and West Asia. 


Both Mr Yadav and Mr Khan said the World Parliament was a qualitatively broader 

conference than the World Congress of Peace Forces held in Moscow in 1973. They 
came from socialist, labour, communist, Christian Democratic and other parties, 

and from liberation movements and various professions. An important feature 

of the Parliament was the participation of leading members of the ruling parties 
of many African, Arab and Latin American countries, they said. 


Indian Team 


The Indian delegation to the World Parliament was the largest--190 delegates 
among whom were office-bearers and members of the Congress-I, Lok Dal, CPI, 
CPI-M, Congress-U, Janata Party, Akali Party AIADMK, DMK, Forward Bloc Social- 
ist Democratic Front. There were over 40 MPs and MLAs besides former Chief 
Ministers of Bihar, Punjab and Assam, and eminent personalities from different 
professions. 
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Among the world figures present were PLO president Yasser Arafat, president of 
the African National Congress of South Africa Oliver Tambo, San Njomo of SWAPO 
(Namibia). The former presidentof Portugal also addressed the Parliament, and 
the UN Secretary-General sent a message of greetings. The Parliament saw the 

Ho Chi Minh award being given to the PLO, and the Allende medal awarded to the 
Mayor of Nablus who lost his leg in an Israeli raid, 


The Pariiament sent a special appeal to the governments of Iraq and Iran to 

end military action and embark on the path of political negotiations. The 
present conflict, the appeal stated, could only help imperialists to reestablish 
their influence in the region, 


Mr Yadav said the participants warmly greeted India's timely recognition of the 
Heng Samrin Government of Kampuchea and hailed India's balanced approach for a 
political solution of the Afghan problem. Indian delegates made special con- 
tribution in forums and commissions discussing problems of Asia, West Asia, 
Indian Ocean, development, multi-national corporations, disarmament energy and 
environment. [as published) 


According to Prof Khan there was a widespread desire for a non-aligned initia- 
tive on West Asia and the Iraq-Iran dispute. "African countries are looking 

up to India to provide the lead. Tanzanians, Zambians, Namibians have tremen- 
dous expectations from India, especially now," he observed. He said even the 
USSR and Cuba were eager to see India take initiatives to safeguard the interests 
of the developing States and the non-aligned camp. But he felt India “is still 
marking time, hesitating to play its due role." 





Mr Bedabrata Barua, who presiden over a commission on World Economic Development 
and the Role of Multinations, said Parliament took serious note of the designs 
of multinationals in Third World States and called upon the UN agency to regu- 
late the activities of the multinationals. [as published] 


The World Parliament also extended full support to Madagascar President in his

PLANS FOR JANUARY NONALINED TALKS DISCUSSED

[Text] New Delhi, Aug. 7.--Dates for an early meeting of the Ministerial-level 
Coordinating Bureau of the non-aligned movement will be fixed after consultations 
with other members, but it is now certain that it will be held in New Delhi next 
January. 


The meeting was to have been held in the middle of 1981 but has been brought 
forward because of persistent demands from many non-aligned countries, notably 
Yugoslavia, that an early Ministerial meeting is needed to discuss the deteriorat- 
ing international situation. 


But the meeting, being held early to check the divisions and the drift of the 
non-aligned movement, is threatened with controversy because of the Afghanistan 
developments and the situation in Kampuchea. 


Specially on the last issue, the situation is complicated by the fact that India 
will host the conference and has recognized the Heng Samrin regime. This has 
not been done by a majority of the non-aligned and the problem of seating the 
Kampuchean delegation is bound to lead to controversies that might stall the 
conference proceedings. 


Hopes are that the issue will be settled in behind-the scene discussions before 
the conference is held, and it is possible that the seat for Kampuchea will re- 
main vacant as in the non-aligned summit in Havana and the meeting of the Coor- 
dinating Bureau that preceded it in Colombo. 


For the present, however, indications are that the Kampuchean issue will again 
distract attention from the main focus of the conference which is being called 
because of the feeling of a number of non-aligned countries that the inter- 
national situation needs to be discussed well before the scheduled meeting of 
the bureau next June. 


Efforts of some countries led by Yugoslavia are that specific issues like the 
Afghanistan situation should be avoided and, in its place, the overall question 
of intervention in other countries should be taken up. This would take into 
account both Afghanistan and Kampuchea as well as interference by the super 
powers in the affairs of other countries. 
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India is also of the view that a non-aligned initiative on Afghanistan is not 
possible because of differences among the movement's members. Hence the pre- 
terence for bilateral contracts and encouragement of talks between Pakistan and 
lran on the one hand and Afghanistan on the other. However, many other non- 
aligned countries think this would amount to playing the Soviet game and it is 
possible that they might discuss the question in general terms despite the 
preference by some for a direct initiative. 


The early meeting of the Coordinating Bureau, which will involve the meeting of 
more than 40 Foreign Ministers, is expected to determine the direction the non- 
alignwent movement is taking at a time when the members think that super Power 
rivalry is increasing. What many fear is that the meeting will get bogged down 
in specific bilateral disputes and issues. 


Pre-conference consultations have already started but are expected to gather 
momentum in September and October. The Yugoslav Prime Minister is expected in 


New Delhi in that period and the forthcoming conference is bound to be the 
major subject of discussion.

Mr Basu disclosed that the Communist Party of China had approached the CPM for 
discussions. “Our central committee would discuss the proposal,” he said and 
added: ‘Despite differences, we are agreeable to hold discussions with all 
fraternal parties. ' 


Asked whether his Moscow visit would open up the scope for fraternal relations 
between the CPSU and the CPM, Mr Basi said: ‘I do not know. But we never 
broke relations with any fraternal party.’ 


He denied a Calcutta daily report about a joint meeting of the CPI and CPM 
leaders with the CPSU leaders. 


He denied he had any political talks with some of the CPI leaders in Moscow. 
"Thev (CPI leaders) are available in India, and in fact, there are occasional 
meetings between the CPl and the CPI-M in New Delhi,” he added. 


Mr Basu held some discussions with some representatives of Soviet trade and was 
told that USSR was interested in buying raw jute from India and importing more 
indian tea. 


The chief minister wae greatly impressed by his visit to Moscow, Leningrad, Kiev 
and Tashkent. About che Olympics, he said it was a grand success, despite the 
U.S.-led boycott. The organization was superb and everyone present was charmed.

NEW LONC-TERM TRADE PACT WITH USSR DEEMED LIKELY 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 6 Oct 80 pp 1, 7 
[Text) Moscow, Oct 5 (PTI) 


A new long-term trade agreement (1981-85) is now under negotiation between India 
and the USSR aimed at enlarging the two-way trade to nearly Re 2400 crore at the 
current rouble-rupee exchange rate. 


No change in the present pattern of trade on a balanced basis in rupees is 
envisaged. 


A Soviet official delegation led by Mr M Kiselev and including Mr C Semenilkov, 
chief and deputy chief respectively of the Asian Department of the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade has arrived in india for the final round to talks. The new 
agreement is likely to be signed before the end of 1980 or early in 1981. 





The New Delhi talks are expected to focus on the possibilities of India obtain- 
ing an assured supply of petroleum crude and products on a stable basis from 

the USSR, especially in the context of the disruption in supplies and instability 
in the Gulf region. 


Despite its world record in oil output and abundant energy reserves, the USSR, 
for its own reasons of development and the massive challenges to be overcome in 
exploiting the Siberian deposits, is laying emphasis on oil conservation and 
paying greater attention to increasing its coal output and up more nuclear 
power stations. 


With its commitments to its East European and other socialist partners for oil 
supplies and sales against convertible currencies to finance its trade with the 
West, the prospects for India striking a significant deal in this respect do 
not appear to be bright. 


However, limited supplies against imports of rice and certain other agricultural 
commodities over the next trade plan period may fructify. The Soviet Union 
attached great importance to India, its biggest trading partner among developing 
countries accounting for 10 per cent of total trade with the Third World. 


Foreign Trade Ministry sources here emphasise that Indo-Soviet trade is already 
undergoing a big diversification. Soviet imports have spread over not only 
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traditional items like tea, jute products and textiles but also machinery and 
equipment. “We wish to buy from India what our friends are offering us" they 
remarked, 


The sources said insofar ae the USSR was trying to meet India's requirements 
and help diversification of ite exports to thie country, the trade had been 
beneficial to both equally. “Our markets are stable for each other", 


A broad understanding had been reached, during Premier Kosygin's visit to India 
in March 1979, that the trade exchanges should be raised by 1.5 to two times by 
1985. In 1979, the two-way turnover was 1035 million roubles (Rs 1100-1200 
crore) and 1980 is expected to record a substantial increase. 


The prices of commodities entering into Indo-Soviet trade are fixed on the basis 
of world market prices and the Soviet wide holds that there is no question of 
india under-selling any of its products to the USSR. 


The USSR coneumes more than 200 million tonnes of wheat and just two million 
tonnes of rice, the latter mainly in the central Asian Republics. There is a 


good demand for basmati rice though the USSR is nearby self-sufficient in rice.

[Text] New Delhi, Oct 13: Many important decisions pertaining to strengthening 
of Indian borders, particularly on the Western Sector, are believed to have 
been taken at @ recent meeting of commanders for Indian Armed Forces in New 
Delhi. 


The meeting was presided over by Prime Minister Mre Indira Gandhi who also 
holds the Defence portfolio. She was originally expected to inaugurate the 
conference and address it for about half an hour but she continued to chair the 
meeting for nearly three days. 


In the meantime, in a third phase of the expansion of ite Armed Forces, India 
has created a number of new posts of Lieutenant General, Air Marshal, Vice 
Admiral and other senior ranks. 


Two earlier phases had seen an increase in strength from the jawans upto the 
rank of major and corresponding addition in Navy and Air Force and secondly in 
the middle ranks upto Brigadier and equivalent ranks in the Navy and Air Force. 
{as published] 


The Indian Government is reported to have resorted to latest upgradation of post 
up the ladder to offset the effect of the massive recruitment into the three 
Services since 1962. 


According to the recent decision there will be eleven more Lt-Generals and as 
many as 64 more Major Generals. Already, the Indian Army has about 26 Lt-Generals 
and 90 Major Generals. Now the Indian Army will have 37 Lt. Generals and 136 
Major Generals while the number of Brigadiers will almost be doubled. 


A suggestion contained in a joint paper submitted by the chief of the three 
Services regarding restructuring of service cadres envisaged the creation of as 
many as 146 additional posts of Major Generals but the Government has favoured 
the creation of 46 more posts of Major Generals. 


Only recently four additional posts of Lt. Generals had been created. 
In the Air Force four additional posts of Air Marshal and sixteen Air-Vice 


Marshals will be created. In Navy new posts for three Vice Admirals and seven 
Rear Admirals have been sanctioned. Thus the Indian Air Force will now have

Rear Admirale have been sanctioned, Thue the Indian Air Force will now have 
fourteen Air Marshala and the Navy nine Vice-Admirals, 


Offictal sources are reported to have stated that the im lementation of the cadre 
review would coat the exchequer an additional expenditure of Re. 35 crore a 
year~--Re four crore for the officere and the balance for the jawans and Junior 
Commissioned officere. 


The joint paper of the three Service chiefs ia reported to have argued that the 
strength of Indian forces had increased manifold since Independence and it was 
time that each command wae placed under a full four-star General in the Army 

or an equivalent rank in the Air Force and the Navy. 


Only 4=Star 


At present there are only three four-star officers, each of them being the Chief 
of Staff of his respective wing. The Government is, however, reported to have 
not accepted the recommendation of the Services chiefs for creation of six more 
posts of full Generale, three more of Admiral and three more of Air Chiefs. The 
Government is stated to be of the view that in the interest of beter coordina- 
tion and command purposes it was desirable to have only one person at the head 
of each of the three Services. [as published] 


On the Defence purchases side, Indian Defence Secretary Mr. K. P. A. Menon is 
now touring the United States and Canada to discuss purchase of transport 
planes, missiles and mountain guns. According to a report Indian Air Force 
today requires nearly 95 medium tactical transport aircraft. The aircraft 
now under consideration for meeting the transport needs of the Indian Armed 
Forces included Buffalo (Canada), G 222 (Italy) advance version of Avro-748 
and AN-12. 


The Indian Defence authorities are also reported to be having "second thoughts" 
about the purchase of Soviet built transport plane AN-32 for the Indian Air 
Force, 


India is aiso looking for another multi-role light aircraft which can meet the 
requirements of its third airline, and at the same time could be converted into 
a light Army transport carrier, sea surveillance, Coast Guard aircraft, air 
ambulance reconnaisance and naval general duties as well as training.-~-APP

VAJPAYEE SAYS DEFENSE LOBBY FAVORS FOREIGN ARMS

[Text] Chandigarh, Aug 5<-Mr A.B. Vajpayee, Bharatiya Janata Party leader, 
today alleged that vested interests were trying to sabotage science and tech- 
nology in the sphere of defence. This lobby, protected by politicians, had 
always favoured the purchase of arms from foreign countries as it meant huge 
payoffs. 


Addressing a Press conference here, Mr Vajpayee said that 5% was considered a 
normal commission in these arms deals with foreign manufacturers and one way 

to end the vested interests would be for the Government to insist on a reduc- 
tion of 5% in the price itself. He made these remarks while referring to re- 
cent claims about India going in for the manufacture of missiles. He said a 
similar announcement was made in 1969, but the missiles never came. Defence 
scientists remained idle while sophisticated equipment continued to be imported. 


The BJP leader made a special mention of the report of the Gurdev Singh Commis- 
sion on the activities of Mr Zail Singh, Union Home Minister, and regretted that 

it had been wound up while some of the cases were still pending. It was meaning- 
less to appoint an officer's committee for follow-up action. He urged the Prime 
Minister to refer these cases to the Attorney-General. The matter could not be 
dismissed just by saying that the appointment of the commission was politically 
motivated. He demanded a new inquiry commission to look into the remaining charges 
against Mr Zail Singh and others, particularly concerning the wheat scandal. 


He described the present Government at the Centre as the one which did not work 
after being elected on the promise of working. He said the Assam problem would 
have been solved three months earlier if the Government had been keen on it. 


He said the Central Government had taken no specific step to arrest rising 
prices. The incidence of crime had increased and law and order was deteriorat- 
ing. The Cabinet expansion was yet to be completed and dissensions had already 
surfaced. 


He said there was no proposal to form one party of various Opposition groups. 
But Opposition parties were cooperating on specific issues. This cooperation 
would increase further.

FORMER MINISTER SENTENCED TO LIFE IMPRISONMENT

Minister, Shyam Dhar Mishra and seven others were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment today by the Third Additional District and Session Judge Mr D. N. Sharma, 
report PTI and UNI.

The judge held that though the attack on Mr Shri Dhar Mishra, another brother 
of Shyam Dhar Mishra, and others was planned and premediated, it could not be 
said that there was any brutality or dastardliness about the crime. [as pub- 
lished) The judge, therefore, felt that awarding the lesser than the capital 
punishment would be adequate. 


Besides Shyam Dhar, those found guilty were his brothers Gulabdhar and Shesh 
Dhar, Kailash and Onkar (sons of Gulab Dhar), Pramod (son of Shashadhar) and 
one named Sabhapati. 


The following sentences were awarded under different sections of the IPC. 


Kailash and Onkar--two years’ rigorous imprisonment under Section 148 (IPC) 
(assembly with sharp weapons), the rest six to one year's rigorous imprisonment 
under Section 147 (IPC) (assembly with lathi). 


Onkar--life imprisonment under Section 302 (IPC) (murder) the remaining seven 
were awarded the same punishment under Section 302 read with Section 149 (unlaw- 
ful assembly). 


Kailash--seven years’ rigorous imprisonment under Section 307 for attempt to 
murder. The same punishment was awarded to seven under this section read with

A number of educationists point out that while the Front's stand to abolish 
English at the primary stage is in conformity with the situation prevalent 
in advanced countries, not much thought has been given to reortentation of 
English teaching at the Class VI-XII level to enable the students to master 
the language within a shorter period, 


They point out that the main problem of school and college education is that 
the teachers, with some notable exceptions, do not generally teach. While 

the teachers’ organizations have been successful in raising the emoluments 

of teachers, they have seldom urged the teachers to exert themselves in teach- 
ing. One of the senior teachers maintain that the energy of a large section of 
school teachers is drained out by private tuition and they attend the classes 
exhausted, almost cynical. In this it is doubtful how the students with no 
grounding in English at the primary level could pick up the language through a 
shorter course. Direct method and other up-to-date modes of teaching are 
adopted to teach a foreign language in other countries. With the present 
set-up and the atmosphere in schools and colleges, such methods may be just a 
theoretical exercise. 


Some educationists feel that the students who propose to take up science and 
technology will have to make special efforts privately to learn English. The 


promoters of the new language formula have not studied in depth the implica- 
tions of their move at the primary, secondary and college levels.

INDIGENOUS GAS TURBINE ENGINE UNDER DEVELOPMENT

[Text] A gas turbine engine wich nearly 100 per cent Indian know-how is 
expected to be ready within a year at the Gas Turbine Research Establishment 
at Bangalore.

Defence establishments at Bangalore are also involved in the development of a 
pilotless target aircraft for target practice for missiles and anti-aircraft 
guns. Production is expected to begin in five year's time.

PROBLEMS , PROSPECTS OF ENERGY INDUSTRY NOTED

[Text] We have been going through a phase of severe infrastructural 
shortages, notably, of power, coal, oil and transport. Together with 
last year's poor monsoon, this is responsible for a negative growth of 
3} per cent in 1979/80. The loss of industrial production due to power 
shortage alone has been estimated at over Rs 7,000 crores: the Govern- 
ment lost about Rs 175 crores in revenue. ‘Source: All India Power 
Engineers’ Federation Almost all the States have, more or less, been 
bedevilled by power shortages. [as published) 


The Union Ministry of Energy has prepared a contingency power plan for 
1980/81 but since coal is a major input for power generation the fulfil- 
ment will depend upon the availability of 43 million tonnes of coal 
transportation of which will need 3,700 railway wagons daily. This is 
a difficult task involving mobilization of efforts in several sectors. 
Coal shortage and constraints in transporting it have been responsible 
for the present power shortage. The coal output has stagnated between 
100 and 104 million tonnes since 1975; in 1979/80 it was only about 104 
million tonnes, against the requirement of around 119 million tonnes. 
The lack of transport, notably rail, has accentuated the shortfall in 
coal output. The economy has, indeed, been caught up in a vicious 
circle of shortages of power coal, oil and transport. The paucity of 
one has let to the scarcity of the other, which is turn has triggered 
off shortages in the former. As a result, there have been serious set- 
backs to production in all other sectors leading to unemployment, 
shortages and inflation. 


According to the Prasad Committee's Report on Energy Policy, the power 
generation capacity will have to be stepped up from the present 31,000 
MW to 108,000 MW by 2000; which means an annual compound growth rate of 
6.8 per cent. 


The power generating industry is one of the fast growing sectors of our 
economy, although it has not been commensurate with our requirements. 
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The ineatalled capacity has grown from about 2,090 MW at the beginning 
of the Firat Plan to the present level of about 31,000 MW, In spite of 
this remarkable expansion power supply, particularly in the last few 
years, hae fallen considerably short of demand. This has been caused 
mainly by shortages and poor quality of coal, periodic drought condi- 
tions which have affected hydel power generation, poor maintenance of 
the power plants and operational inefficiency. 


A look at the accompanying tables shows the pattern of growth of 
installed capacity and generation of electricity during 1960/61 and 
1978/79, 


The importance of electricity as a source of energy arises from its 
versatility of application and ease of transmission from source to the 
consuming centres. The country's power requirement at the end of the 
next two decades has been conservatively estimated by the Prasad Com- 
mittee at 108,000 MW. This would mean installing, on an average, about 
4,000 MW annually. Considering the fact that in the past few years it 
has not been possible to instal] even 2000 MW annually, an addition of 
80,000 MW in the next 20 years would be a herculean task which calls 
for enormous capital investment

The pattern of power consumption shows that the industrial and agricul- 
tural sectors are by far the largest users. While rural electrification 
has been receiving considerable attention, the frequent droughts have 

led to a change in the emphasis of rural electrification from village 
electrification to energization of pump sets for agriculture. The

The development of generating capacity reveals an imbalance in hydel and 
thermal power--the latter accounting for nearly 60 per cent of the total 
installed capacity.

Hydel Power 


Most hydro-electric sources are situated in the difficult and less 
accessible areas at the North and North-East. The potential energy 
contribution from these sources is seasonal. Capital costs of hydel 
schemes are relatively high and the gestation period is longer than that 
of thermal projects. Against these drawbacks, hydel power projects 
have certain advantages, viz., they utilize a renewable resource and 
have low operating costs. Also, most hydel schemes are multi-purpose 
projects; they not only generate power but are also used for flood 
control and irrigation. Thus, although thermal power is expected to 
provide the bulk of the additional capacity it would be in the national 
interest to exploit the full economic potential of hydel power. 


Another aspect which deserves consideration is the location of thermal 
power plants. Indian coal has a high ash content and therefore, trans- 
portation costs are high. It is claimed that a power station located 

at pit-head could be economically justified in the circumstances which 
would otherwise require coal to be moved to a power station located at 

a distance of say, 600/700 km. In such cases the savings in transporta- 
tion costs would more than compensate for the loss in transmission of 
power to the consuming centres. For this purpose, it would be desirable 
to develop the use of fluidized bed technology for poor quality high 

ash coals at pit-head for power generation. 


In the past, there has been a tendency to install captive power units as 
an insurance against shortage or unexpected failure of power from the 
grid. The installation of small stand-by diesel sets does not make 
economic sense in the present context of oil shortage and high import 
cost and should not be encouraged by subsidies, soft loans, etc. Coal- 
based captive power generating units of a minimum capacity, of say 60 
MW, particularly those which can be fitted into a total energy system, 
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may however, be economically viable in certain cases. It is also worth 
considering whether electricity generation with back pressure turbines 
would not be economical in those industries (e.g., textiles, sugar, paper 
and chemicals) where low pressure process steam is required, 


Another aspect which calls for remedial action is the relatively low 
capacity utilization of the existing power plants--only around 44 per 
cent, Efforts must be made to raise the level of capacity utilization 
so that maximum power can be obtained from the existing plants. It 

hae been estimated that an increase of only 10 per cent in the utilization 
of the installed capacity would be equivalent to an additional capacity 
of about 3,000 MW at a current capital cost of Re 1,000 crores. Based 
on an estimated power demand of 108,000 MW at the turn of the century, 
{t would represent an additional capacity of 11,000 MW with a correspon- 
ding saving in capital investment of about Rs 4,600 crores at current 
costs. 


Power generation is virtually a Government monopoly. Should it continue 
to be so or should the policy be changed to allow the private sector to 
participate? Judging from the past performance, the development and 
management of the power sector has fallen far below expectation. To 
expand the capacity from the present 31,000 MW to the proposed 108,000 
MW in the next 20 years is a gigantic task which will require the 
pooling of all available capital,technical and managerial resources in 
the public and private sectors, The latter is in a position to take 
significant contributions and should be encouraged to participate both 
in coal mining and thermal power generation. 


Nuclear Energy 


The contribution of nuclear power to the national energy pool is modest 
at present. Uranium is the only primary fuel that can be used in nuclear 
reactors. India's uranium resources are estimated to be capable of sus- 
taining a generating capacity of about 10,000 MW. Except for the first 
nuclear power station at Tarapur which requires enriched uranium as fuel, 
all other Indian nuclear reactors use natural uranium. At present 600 
MW nuclear power generating capacity is in operation in Maharashtra/ 
Gujarat and Rajasthan. An additional 1,800 MW capacity is under imple- 
mentation in Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and Uttar Pradesh. These reactors are 
capable of yielding by-product plutonium which can be used in fast- 
breeder-reactors (FBR) which produce more plutonium than is consumed in 
the reactors. India also has large resources of thorium (about 450,000 
tonnes) which can yield energy. Once India has adequate stocks of 
plutonium and technology for FBR based on thorium-plutonium fuel the 
country could aspire to be self-sufficient in nuclear fuel for decades 

to come. 


There is, of course, the need for considerable R&D work in the production 
and safety aspects of nuclear energy. Access to the required technology 
from external sources may not be easy due to the politically sensitive 





nature of this critical resource, Therefore, it would be in the national 
interest to continue R&D work and acquire the technology and other inputs, 
to the extent that they are available and needed, from external sources. 


Nuclear power is a potentially promising option but there is little doubt 
that it would be a long time before it can be established as a safe, 
reliable and economically viable source of energy in India. 


In the short run, the country will have to aim at better utilization of 
existing capacity. Adequate supplies of a reasonably uniform quality 
of coal, improved maintenance of power generation equipment, reduction 
of transmission losses (which are as high as 20 per cent) and improved 
discipline among power station employees are some of the measures that 
will yield results. 


In establishing new generating capacity, emphasis will have to be 

on coal-based thermal projects. There is also a strong case for increas- 
ing our reliance on hydel power, since only about 10 per cent of the 
potential representing an installed capacity of around 10,000 MW, has 
been developed so far. But in view of the long gestation periods of 
hydel projects and their capital-intensity, this has to be a long-term 
programme. 


If the challenging task of meeting the country's growing power needs is 
to be satisfactorily accomplished there is no alternative to harnessing 


the financal, technical and managerial resources of the public as well

FOREIGN FIRMS MAY PARTICIPATE IN OIL SEARCH 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 7 Aug 80 p 1 


[Text) New Delhi, August 6: The petroleum minister, Mr Veerendra Patil, con- 

firmed at a meeting of the parliamentary consultative committee today that the 

government had decided to invite foreign firms for onland and offshore explora- 
tion for oil. 


The decision had been taken in view of the urgency to find more oil quickly. 


Foreign participation in oil exploration would supplement the efforts of the 
two national agencies--the Oil and Natural Gas Commission and Oil India Limited, 
which were already engaged in oil exploration on a countrywide scale. 


Agreeing with the members that the country's huge crude import bill was becoming 
prohibitive, the minister said that both the Oil and Natural Gas Commission and 
Oil India Limited had drawn up a time-bound five-year programme of oil explora- 
tion and as much as Rs 3,000 crores had been earmarked for this purpose during 
the sixth plan period. 


Oil Reserves 


The minister added that the government's approach was to establish as much 
recoverable reserves of oil as possible and conserve those oilfields to make them 
last longer. The work done so far had yielded satisfactory results and new oil 
finds had been made off the Ratnagiri coast in the west and in the Godavari 

basin on the eastern coast. 


In the Godavari basin, in addition to oil found in the first well drilled on 

G-I structure, natural gas also had been discovered in a zone above the oil sands 
in the same well. Gas had also been discovered in the well drilled on a struc- 
ture off the Andaman-Nicobar shelf. 


Answering a question regarding setting up of a petrochemical complex at Barauni 
in Bihar, the minister announced that the government had decided to establish 
two or three petrochemical complexes in the country and that a committee had 
been set-up to report on the locations of petro-chemical units. 


Mr Patil said that it had already been decided to setup a gas-cracker unit each 
in Maharashtra and Gujarat and two separate sites had been selected for recom- 


mendation to the government. 
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All the three committees, the minister said, would consider various locations 
keeping in mind the technoeconomic priority and the relative merit of each loca- 
tion, The committees are expected to submit their reports in September and 
decision on the reports was expected to be taken soon after. 


In this context, the minister mentioned that the Union government had already 
sanctioned a petro-chemical complex at Haldia. This project would be developed 
by the state government. 


A number of members raised the ,uvestion of availability of kerosene and diesel. 
Meeting their points the minister said that movement wes the only constraint in 
the supply of petroleum products. Otherwise, the general availabilty position 

of these products, particularly kerosene and diesel, had improved immensely. 


Mr Patil, however, expressed concern over the perceptible growth in the consump- 
tion of kerosene which, of late, was apparently being diverted for adulteration 
of diesel. 


The minister enumerated various conservation measures to bring down kerosene 
consumption. He particularly mentioned the proposed large-scale manufacture in 
the small sector of the improved Nutan wick-stove which had better thermal 
efficiency and, therefore, consumed less oil.

ASSAM SITUATLON SPURS CLOSING OF TWO REFINERIES 
Calcutta THE SUNDAY STATESMAN in English 5 Oct 80 p 3 


[Text] There is growing concern in oil industry circles over the nine-month 
closure at the Barauni and Bongaigaon refineries, both fed on crude from Assam. 
According to official sources, the Government is losing Rs 4 crores daily 
owing to the closure of these refineries. The total loss during the nine- 
month period has been estimated to be around Rs 1,000 crores. 


The sources claim that but for this situation, the country could have a little 
surplus stock of crude and petroleum products during 1980-81. While the 
Barauni refinery has the capacity of processing about 3 million tonnes of 
crude, the capacity of Bongaigaon is about 1 million tonnes. Their closure has 
cut the indigenous production of crude by 4.3 million tonnes. 


The sources however, say that the present Iraq-Iran conflict will not trigger 
off any immediate oil shortage in the country. The two West Asian countries 

remain the bulk suppliers of crude to India. During 1980-81, these two coun- 
tries are scheduled to supply about 11 million tonnes against the total import 
target of 16 million tonnes (Iraq 6 million tonnes and Iran 5 million tonnes). 


The officials point out that about 80% of the scheduled 11 million tonnes of 
crude has already arrived in the country. There may be a deficit of two to 
three million tonnes due to the war, but the officials feel that with normal 
supply from the United Arab Emirates, Saudi Arabia and Nigeria and with help 
from Soviet Russia, the country will be able to tide over the crisis for the 
time being. The assurances given to the Petroleum Minister, Mr Virendra 
Patil, by the USSR leaders during the Minister's visit to Moscow has added to 
their hopes. 


The officials say that during 1980-81, the total consumption of crude and petro- 
leum products is estimated to be around 31 million tonnes, of which about 16 
million tonnes of crude and 6 million tonnes of petroleum products will be 
imported. With the country's indigenous production fixed at 9 million tonnes, 

a crisis would just be averted. The position would be better if another 4.3 
million crude could be available form the closed refineries. 


The situation in West Asia has also underlined the importance of stepping up 
the production of indigenous crude. While production of indigenous crude 
costs only about $1 per barrel, the current price rate in the world market is 
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about $32 to $35 per barrel. The Iraq-Iran conflict has already resulted in a 
price rise, the current price of crude per barrel being about $40 to $45 each 
barrel, The price is expected to be around $60 per barrel in 1990, 


[t 18 estimated that even with the present level of import of crude and petroleum 
products, the country will need about Rs 5,000 crores of foreign exchange. Also, 
the officials feel the entire network and pipelines of these refineries might 

be affected owing to the long stretch of closure when the refineries started 
functioning.

CONTRACTS SIGNED FOR COK \ COAL IMPORTS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 8 Aug 80 p 1

[Text] New Delhi, August 7. India has finalised the import of 400,000 tonnes 
of coking coal from Canada in the next six months. Another 100,000 tonnes will 
be imported from Australia during the period. 


Tenders from Canada and Australia were accepted last week. The contracts will 
be signed soon. 


In 1978 India imported 1.2 million tonnes of coking coal. Though originally 
the entire quantity was to be imported from Canada, it was later decided at the 
instance of the then steel minister that the import order should be divided 
equally between Canada and Australia. The entire contracted quantity has al- 
ready been shipped. 


The Steel Authority of India was allowed to import 1.2 million tonnes of coking 
coal in 1980-81 by the Janata government. When the present government took over, 
the department of coal under the ministry of energy and coal felt that there was 
no need for the import of coke. It was of the opinion that the foreign exchange 
required for import of coking coal should be spent for improving the ash content 
of indigenous production. This would help the country in the long run. 


However, the department of steel under the commerce ministry contended that the 
import was necessary to maintain production of the country's integrated steel 
units. 


The steel plants are suffering from chronic power shortages and nonavailability 
of coke. An expert committee appointed by the previous government and the plan- 
ning commission had accepted the steel ministry's proposal for an annual import 
of 1.2 million tonnes. 


Though the present government accepted the department of steel's proposal for 

the import of 1.2 million tonnes in 1980-81, it decided to allow immediate import 
of only 500,000 tonnes. It also decided to review the situation later. The deci- 
sion to order a smaller quantity was taken in view of the dwindling foreign 
exchange reserves. 
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Since the oceanic freight rates have gone up considerably the imported coke is 
not likely to cost less than Rs 1,000 a tonne. This would mean a foreign 
exchange bill of Rs 50 crores. This will include oceanic freight, local freight 
unloading charges and port charges. 


The indigenous coke available for steel units has an ash content of 27 per cent 
against the ash content of six to eight per cent in the imported coke. The one 
supplied to small units and foundries has an ash content of 35 to 50 percent.

SPACE RESEARCH PANEL@==<New Delhi, Aug. 5=<-A coordination committee between the 
University Grants Commission and the Indian Space Research Organization has 

been set up for joint programmes in universities and academic institutions on 
space research.

The late Vice Admiral Adam died at Dr 
Mintohardjo Naval Hospital in Jakarta Sunday morning [27 July] after being treated 
for some time. The deceased was born in Padang on 4 April 1904 and left a wife and 
a son. After completing technical high school [MULO) in Padang in 1923, the 
deceased was working as principal of the higher navigation school [Sekolah Pelayaran 
Tinggi] in Jakarta in 1942. In 1945 he held the position of chief of the People's 
Naval Security Body [Badan Keamanan Rakyat Laut] for West Java. Later in 1945 he 
was promoted to be the commander of the Maritime Forces of the Republic of Indonesia 
[Komandan Tentera Laut Republik Indonesia], West Java Division. In 1946 he became 
commander of the Naval School [Sekolah Angkatan Laut] in Tegal. In 1947 he became 
chief of Naval Training. In 1949 he was the chief of staff for Operations of the 
Navy. In 1956 he was Indonesian Naval Attache in London, and in 1959 he was an 
officer detached to the staff of the Naval Chief of Staff with the rank of commodore.

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BIOGRAPHIC NOTE ON DR ABDUL LATIEF 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 6 Jul 80 pp 1, 10 
[Article: "Dr Abdul Latief") 


[Excerpts] A young man 19 years old who was still in the final class of senior high 
school [SMA/B (VII-Budi Utomo, Jakarta)] had to work to live with his mother and 
seven brothers. His father had died which he was still a child. For years they 
lived on the remnants of the property of his father. With his only capital a bicycle 
and a feeling of responsibility the young man went from friend to friend, selling 
eges, chicken, shallots, and other items. By renting a truck the goods he had for 
sale were brought from Brebes or Krawang to Jakarta, winding up at the Senen project, 
which was still under construction and a mess. 


The harsh struggle for a living by engaging in business did not discourage him; on 
the contrary it increased his determination. The ups and downs of life in the com- 
mercial world increasingly attracted him. His profits at that time were not much, 
but the experience was very useful. From this emerged the desire of the young man 
to become a big businessman. 


The young man was named Abdul Latief, now 40 years old, who has become a successful 
businessman without relying on assistance from other people. 


His importance began from the earliest phase which, in a gradual way, increased. 
Abdul Latief at present is the only big businessman handling goods at the retail 
level from the indigenous group of entrepreneurs who has been able to make the non- 
indigenous group quake in their boots. 


His company has become the largest exporter of products of Indonesian industry. Its 
name is PT Indonesian Product Centre “Sarinah Jaya." He owns the largest retail 
store handling Indonesian industrial products, located in the Sarinah building, and 
also has two stores handling Indonesian products in Singapore. His company has 
expanded into several commercial concerns. Indeed, at present he is preparing him- 
self to go into the business of operating a palm oil plantation. His bicycle of the 
past has been replaced by a Mercedes Benz 280 Tiger, jet black in color. 


Abdul Latief was born into a family of businessmen, descended from a clan which is 
the most outstanding in the business line, that is, from Padang. His father was 
Marah Datuk from Pasa Gadang, and his mother, H Rangkayu Rachma, was from Palinggam, 
West Sumatra. Abdul Latief himself was born in Banda Aceh, 27 April 1940. The 
family moved to Jakarta in 1950 after the father died. 
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His goal of becoming a big businessman began to be confirmed when he entered the 
Business Leadership Academy [Akademi Pimpinan Perusahaan] of the Ministry of Industry 
in Jakarta, While going to school and at the save time working, he became a 
businessman who began by engaging in small-scale buying and selling. 


Abdul Latief did not want especially to waste time in business alone, He also 
wanted to complete his education as a supporter of business. Another of his 
objectives was to form a group of indigenous intellectuals in the private sector, a 
group of intellectuals who would not just become government officials. The private 
sector also must have intellectuals. 


One advantage of this son of Padang is his ability to appreciate time. This ability 
he acquired when he sat on the lecture benches at the Business Leadership Academy, 
where he was also active in student organizations. As chairman of the Student 
Council and Senate, he even took part as a founding member of the HMI (Indonesian 
Islamic Umiversity Students Association). In addition he still had to struggle to 
support his mother and brothers. 


"an activist with the title of ‘cum laude.'" This nickname was felt to be appropriate 
for Abdul Latief. As an activist in student organizations who still had to support 
himself, clearly, Abdul Latief was capable of completing the course at the Business 
Leadership Academy with the title of cum laude. 


His manner of study was also rather different. Working while studying, he wound up 
in the library. In the libraries of the University of Indonesia, USIS, the British 
Council, school libraries, etc. Buying books became too expensive for him; studying 
in the libraries was far less costly. 


The main road leading to success began in 1963 when he began towork at PT Department 
Store Indonesian"Sarinah," in the general sales section. While working he was still 
continuing his course at the faculty of economics in the field of business at Krisna 
Dwipayana University. Here Abdul Latief won his doctorate [doctorandus] by passing 
the state examinations. 


After beginning to work at Sarinah, of course he was no longer a small businessman. 
His career at the Sarinah store quickly developed. Frequently, he was sent on trips 
abroad. Among other trips, he went to Tokyo for training in the management of 
department stores and supermarkets as well as relationships with and development of 
small businesses in their contacts with department stores and the retail business 

in general. 


Later on, he was also sent for field study in the development of small-scale industry 
and the techniques of marketing handicraft goods and industrial products, sponsored 
by the UNDP and the ILO. He went to Italy, Switzerland, France, and Netherlands, 
Germany, America, India, and Thailand. He also went to study the marketing of Indo- 
nesian handicraft items in France, the Netherlands, Germany, Switzerland, and Japan. 


His career at the Sarinah store was interrupted in 1971 because of a slight dif- 
ference of opinion with Mr Muskita (now the Indonesian ambassador to the Federal 
Republic of Germany). But precisely because of the break in the relationship he 
develo _ed the "wisdom" which led to his success as a businessman's hero. 

















The Beginning of Success 


Free of the Sarinah firm he went back into business at the same time he became the 
director of the Business Leadership Academy of the Ministry of Industry in Jakarta. 
His business enterprise was financed by selling the Mercedes which he had bought in 
Europe when he was still working for Sarinah. The money was used to buy a store in 
Block M, which he later expanded to Cipete market and Grogol. His business in the 
field of writing materials and as a supplier of writing materials and stationery 

for private business firms grew. This business firm was used as a means of gathering 
capital, because what he was aiming at was the export of handicraft items, a con- 
tinuation of his efforts when he was with Sarinah. 


The year 1972 was the beginning of his success as an exporter of handicraft goods, 
after the necessary capital was accumulated. His career at Sarinah had developed 
good relationships with importers of handicraft goods in foreign countries. This 
advantage was not wasted. Indeed, later on Muskita invited his cooperation in the 
export of handicraft goods. But this cooperation was not truly in balance, because 
it was clear that Sarinah would never have enouch capital. The capital which it 
relied on was only its building fixtures valued at only Rp 4.0 million, whereas it 
should have been Rp 20 million. Finally, Abdul Latief had to rent the Sarinah 
building for Rp 5.9 million per month. 


The Evidence of Success 


The success of Abdul Latief can be regarded as evidence that the indigenous businessman 
at present still has many opportunities to build himself up. The situation at 

present does not close off the possibility for the indigenous businessman to succeed, 
for there are still many honest government officials who truly help the indigenous 
businessman to succeed. It also shows that it is not only the children of officials 

or the children of rich merchants of the past who can succeed. Abdul Latief is also 

a leader among the young intellectuals in making a splash in the big business sector. 


Abdul Latief does not want it for himself, but he wants his success to be appreciated 
by other young businessmen, Therefore, he has joined in sponsoring the establishment 
of HIPMI (Indonesian Young Businessmen's Association). He wants today's youth to 

be drawn into the private business sector and not only to wish to become government 
officials. Abdul Latief wants to dispose of the image that performing as a business- 
man lacks dignity, a view which leads young men to wish to become only government 
officials. The lack of intellectuals among businessmen themselves weakens the 
position of private businessmen in Indonesia. The weakness in the position of the 
private sector causes a weakness in the foundations of the nation. The increasing 
development of the private sector will cause the private sector to grow quickly, 
which means fostering the development of national wealth. 


In directing a business firm one must distinguish between the interests of the 
business and those of the family. Abdul Latief, who at present has two sons and 
one daughter (the eldest is in class VI of elementary school), says that office 
matters are never brought home. The division between the two is very clear. His 
wife fully understands that she only manages the home. 
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Other family matters which often create obstacles are also to be found in the 
placing of officials in the business. Many businessmen employ people related to 
their families to occupy important positions at the office. In fact they often 
have no ability at all. Further, by employing members of the family there will not 
be a clear definition of duty. Such employees of the firm can act as they wish 
because they feel they are members of the family or otherwise related. 


To see to the success of a business firm, is not only a matter for when the founder 

is still living, but also a matter for the following generation. Without a successful 
following generation, the firm will not succeed. PT Sarinah Jaya has already begun 

to introduce the next generation. In 1978 Abdul Latief had already turned ovei 

daily supervision. He functioned as a planner and the overall controller. By 1985 
he will even have turned over these functions. In 1985 PT Sarinah Jaya will "go 
public.” That is, it will sell shares in the firm to the public. 


For the community as a whole Abdul Latief hopes that there will be support for 
young businessmen in Indonesia. It should not happen that they hardly begin to be 
successful when they are already given various kinds of labels. There are already 
voices which say that he is a capitalist, even a CIA agent, and other names. 
Precisely as the community should be proud to have a successful businessman. 
Jealousy over such a matter is unhealthy. Instead all should compete to become 
successful businessmen and salute those who have been successful. 


Abdul Latief, who is now chairman of the commercial section of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry of Indonesia [KADIN], says that to be a successful businessman, 
conditions at home have to be good. To be a good director of KADIN, one's company 
must be in good condition. "How can one be a good director of KADIN when one's 
company is in an uncertain condition, and KADIN can he used for the interests of one's 
own company,” asked Abudl Latief.

BLOGRAPHIC NOTE ON DR ABDUS SAMIK WAHAB 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 14 Jul 80 pp 1, 9 


[Article: "Rheumatic Fever the Most Frequent Cause of Heart Disease; Doctorate for 
Abdus Samik Wahab" ] 


[Excerpts] Doctor Abdus Samik Wahad (42 years old) on Saturday [12 July] obtained 

the degree of Doctor of Medical Science [Doktor Ilmu Kedokteran] from the Profes- 
sorial Senate [Senat Guru Besar] of the University of Gadjah Mada. His dissertation, 
which was entitled, "Rheumatic Fever and Rheumatic Heart Abnormalities in Children," 
and sponsored by Prof Dr Ismangoen and Prof Dr Boedhi Darmojo, after being succese- 
fully defended against all objections of the Senate session, was declared fit to 
obtain satisfactory recognition. 


Samik Wahab stated in his dissertation that rheumatic fever is the most frequent 
cause of heart disease in our country. This disease really can be prevented because 
the first attack of rheumatic fever can be overcome with proper treatment of the 
conditions pharyngitis streptococcus. 


Research based on observing the cases of 60 patients, composed of persons suffering 
from rheumatic fever and rheumatic heart abnormalities who were treated at the Child 
Health Section of the Faculty of Medicine of Gadjah Mada University shows that the 
sex of the patient does not affect the will to carry out secondary prevention of the 
disease. However, the views of the parents strongly affect the will to prevent the 
onset of the disease. Adult sufferers who believe in treatment will be seen to be 
more ready to be treated. 


Abdus Samik Wahab, who earned his degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1965 at the Uni- 
versity of Gadjah Mada, obtained his certificate as a parasitologist in 1969 and 

his certificate in child health sciences in 1974. Apart from that he also went on 
to additional training in the field of child cardiology at the Kinder Freie ua 
Universitat of West Berlin. Om the staff of the University of Gadjah Mada since 
1962, at present he holds the position of Chief of Cardiology in the Child Health 
Section of the Faculty of Medicine of the University of Gadjah Mada.

Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 17 Jul 80 p 12 


[Article: "Born in an Indonesian Village, Dr Kruyt Is Astonished To Receive a Degree 
"Honoris Causa'"] 


[Text] Surabaya, 16 July--Dr Sophia Kruyt (57 years of age), an Indonesian citizen 

of Dutch descent, who has spent nearly all of her life in this country, is astonished 
to learn that she is one of eight persons who will receive the degree of Doctor 
Honoris Causa from Vrije Universiteit in the Netherlands. The chairman of the "Mardi 
Santosa" Hospital Foundation, she answered a question from SENAR .HARAPAN Tuesday 
afternoon [15 July], saying that she did not feel she had done anything unique to 
receive such recognition. 


SINAR HARAPAN suggested that perhaps it was because the hospital which she directs 
serves poor families. She said, "there are many hospitals like this in the world." 
She continued, "At first I was astonished because I previously had no connection at 
all with that institute of higher education." She will receive the degree in the 
service segment, medical section. 


The child of a clergyman and her mother a doctor, she admitted that she was an Indo- 
nesian village child. "I was born in a village and therefore I am a village child. 
At the time of the transfer of sovereignty I immediately became an Indonesian 
citizen," she says when asked about her life. 


Her mother, Doctor Anna Pysel, was the first doctor assigned to duty in Indonesia 
[sic; possibly she was the first woman doctor assigned to duty in Indonesia]. A 
woman doctor, at that time rather rare in the Netherlands itself, she was assigned 
to duty at Mojowarno Christian Hospital in Jombang, East Java, in 1892. There her 
child, Dr Sophia Kruyt, was born on 1 December 1913. 


Dr Sophia Kruyt added that her elder brother was also a clergyman in Mojowarno s 
since 1860 [sic; a typographic error], so that she felt it more suitable to be a 
person from an Indonesian village than to be from the Netherlands. "Apart from a 
few years of school abroad, all of my life I have lived in this country," she said. 


Based on her compassion for poor families, the provincial government of East Java 
itself has expressed its special appreciation to Dr Kruyt in 1977. The hospital 
which she heads is the only private hospital which serves more poor people than other 
patients. "Seventy percent of our patients are from families which live below the 
poverty line. But that is no reason for rejecting them," says Dr Kruyt. 
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Many of her patients come bearing a statement from their village chief that they are 
poor people, They receive the same treatment ae other people. “It is only from jv 
percent of our patients that we hope to be able to cover our expenditures,” she says. 


The award of the doctorate from Vrije Universiteit is in the framework of the 
celebration of the LOOth anniversary of the founding of that ineticution, next <0 
October. One other person among the eight to receive degrees is also an Indonesian, 
an attorney, Yap Thiam Hien. At certain times the "Free" University [i.e., Vrije 
Universiteit) have expressed ite appreciation to those who serve science and 

humanity. Those who have aleo received such marke of appreciation from the university 
are, among others, Dr Martin Luther King, leader of the black people in the United 
States; Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands; and Dom Helder Camara. 


This year those who will receive the same recognition are Dr M Bonino, an adherent 
of the ‘theology of liberation” from Argentina; Prof Dr A. G. M. van Meleen and Dr 
G. Barnaby from Sweden in the field of the Exact Sciences and Nature; Prof Dr CG, 
Duby, @ man of letters from France; and three other persons from the Netherlands 
itself.

CHINESE COMMUNITY ANXIOUS AFTER INCIDENTS OF ASSAULT 
Selangor SIN CHEW JIT POH MALAYSIA in Chinese 20 Jul 80 p 4 


{Text} Of late, many assault and battery incidents against Chinese youths have 
been reported time and again in Kangar urban areas, causing widespread fear among 
the Chinese population throughout Perlis state. 


Following the beatings of three Chinese youngsters by a batch of 20 youths of a 
different ethnic origin on the night of 17 July, another Chinese high school 
student was again attacked without any reason by three unidentified foreign youths 
last night. 


The victim was named Chua Peng Huat, age 13, a pre-junior high school student 
residing in Bongkara Asam, Kangar. 


According to the report, he was riding a bicycle on an errand for his father to 
collect unpaid bills iast night when, as he was on his way home along Alor Star 

road, in front of a gas station, at about 9:00 he was assaulted by three foreign 
youths. They were riding motorcycles and suddenly cut in and blocked Chua Peng Huat. 
Unable to brake in time, he fell forward with his bicycle, whereupon the three 
attackers converged upon him and beat and kicked him mercilessly. Luckily the 
victim knew something about Chinese boxing, and finally managed to break away and 
ride home, suffering only slight injury to his chest due to the multiple kickings. 


According to the father, Mr Chua, when his son returned home after the incident, his 
clothing was stained with mud and footprints, while blood was seen on his chest. 


He was furious and, taking his son along, he drove out to look for the culprits to 
rebuke them. Reaching the bridge on Isi Road, he saw the youths in question walking 
down the road. He immediately approached them and called them to account, and 
demanded that they go to the police station to report the assault. The three youths 
fled. At that time, some Chinese youths who happened to be on the spot tried to 
chase the runaways, but they were dissuaded from doing so by Mr Chau in order to 
avoid any untoward development. 


Subsequently, he took his son to the police station in Kangar to report the case. 


It was learned that the three youths, after assaulting Chua Peng Huat. proceeded 
to insi Road where they had a fight with three Chinese youngsters in front of a 
coffeeshop, but they were disbanded by some witnesses without serious trouble. 








Resides the abovementioned assault and battery cases, eight or nine similar 
incidents have been reported in recent months. Consequently, the Chinese people 
in Perlis state are feeling apprehensive, and some parents even forbid their 
children to go out after dark. 


In this connection, the deputy of the Kangar Police Bureau, Mr Baharun, has appealed 
to the public to remain calm and to ignore rumors. 


he confirmed that the police have received reports of a number of similar cases, 
but the situation is not as serious as generally thought, and there is no faction 
in existence.

PROCEDURE FOR OPERATING INTEREST-FREE ACCOUNTS COMPLETED 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 18 Oct 80 p 5 


[Text] Procedure for operating interest-free deposit accounts by the scheduled 
banks in the country has been finalised, it was learnt from the banking sources 
here. 


The partial introduction of interest-tree banking, known as profit and loss 
sharing system (PLS-system) is like!y to be introduced from January 1, 1981. 
Formal announcement about the opening of the PLS system will be made by the 
Federal Government. 


The existing interest-based system will also operate side by side with the new 
system and branches of the banks will continue to accept deposits under the 
existing system as usual. 


PLS deposits received by the banks shall be invested only in avenues and assets 
in which the earnings do not have any element of interest. 


Circular to Managers 


The President of the Habib Bank, Mr. Abdul Jabbar Khan, has circulated a circu- 
lar to the managers of all Pakistan branches, Zonal Area Chiefs and circle 
executives containing the procedure in detail about the new scheme. 


As spelled out in the circular, on the last working day of the week i.e. Thursday 
branches will convey he total figures of PLS deposits through their weekly 
telegrams to the Centr.! Accounts Division, Head Office, Karachi. A special 
created cell of interest-free system at the Head Office will pool the information 
of the PLS deposits conv*yed by the branches in their weekly telegrams and arrange 
its investments in non-irterest bearing avenues and assets. This cell shall be 
under the direct supervision and control of a Senior Executive Vice-President. 


Other banks are also making similar arrangements. 


PLS Savings 


PLS savings accounts and PLS-term deposit accounts will be operated by the banks. 
Account holders shall be permitted to operate their accounts through cheques 
only. Account opening forms specially meant for PLS Savings Account will be 
used, 








These accounts shall be opened with a sum of not less than Re. 100, A minimum 
of Rs. 100 will have to be maintained in this account to qualify for sharing 
the profit loss. There will be no restriction on maintaining the maximum 
balances in PLS savings accounts, 


PLS-term deposits will be accepted only in multiples of Rs. 1000 e.g. RS. 1000, 
Rea. 3000 or go on, PLS term deposit will be accepted for six months and above 
i.e. for 12 months, 18 months, 24 months, 30 months and so on. It will not be 
accepted for a period of less than six months. 


Maturity, Time 


Normally PLS-term deposits will be encashed after maturity only. Nevertheless, 

if a depositer desires to encash a PLS-term Deposit Receipt (TDR) before maturity, 
he may do so but encashment before the completion of six months will be considered 
as amount withdrawn from the PLS in which case it will not qualify for any profit 
whatsoever. If the PLS-term deposit accounts is withdrawn before maturuty but 
after completing six months, profit will be paid for the actual period for which 
the deposits remained with the banks, at the rate at which profit was distributed 
to the PLS Saving Accounts. [as published] 


During the period of the credit facility allowed to the depositor, the amount of 

this TDR will be deemed to have been reduced to the extent of the credit facility 
allowed. In such case the profit will be payable on the reduced amount only for 

the PLS-"DR. After adjustment of the credit facility against the PLS-TDR it will 
again start earning profit on its full amount.--APP.

NEW LAWS UNDER CONSIDERATION FOR INTEREST-FREE BANKING 
Karachi DAWN in English 19 Oct 80 p 4 


[Text] Framing of suitable laws and amending the existing banking rules to 
ensure regular repayments of advances and real profits to the banks under the 
proposed interest free and profit and loss sharing system is currently un’ the 
active consideration of the banking authorities. 


The banking sources say they will have to introduce laws and regulations to ensure 
regular payments of profits and instalments of advances to the banks once a 
complete changeover to the new system had been effected. 


They say a comprehensive and fool-proof sytems would have to be evolved even to 
determine the basis of profit/loss sharing with traders, business houses and 
industrial firms under the new system. 


Even for opening in near future the Savings and Term deposit counters under the 
Profit and Loss Sharing System a_ lengthy exercise of amendments in laws would 
have to be undertaken by the authorities. 


The laws requiring revision and amendments include the State Bank of Pakistan 
Act, Company Law 1913, Interest Act, 1839, Banking Companies Ordinance, 1962, 
Nationalisation of Banking Companies 1973, Banking Companies (Recovery of Loans) 
Ordinance, 1979, Negotiable instruments Act, 1881, The Limitation Act, 1908, 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 and other related laws. 


The Savings and Term deposit counters under PLS system would function along with 
the existing system till a compiete switch over had been made to interest free 
system in due course, banking sources say. 


Meanwhile, experts and leading bankers continue discussions on various aspects 
of the issue. 


The sources say as soon as the proposed amendments are finalised, the same would 
be forwarded to the relevant federal ministries for adoption. 


One of the most important issues relates to measures to ensure a uniform rate of 
profits on similar types of deposits for all the five nationalised banks. 


The experts believe that in case the five banks start declaring different rates 
of profits to the depositors, the fate of the banks offering lesser profits would 
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become sealed. In that case, a system would have to be evolved to justify the 
existence of "the smaller banks". 


Meanwhile, training of managers and other personnel has started at the head 
offices of the banks for opening the proposed exclusive counters for Savings 
and Term deposit accounts under PLS system. 


An announcement of the Muslim Commercial Bank yesterday said a decision had been 
made "to start training of managers immediately so that by the time interest- 
free banking is launched an infrastructure should be developed”. 


After training here of managers, teams will be despatched to all Circle offices 
in the field to undertake on the spot training to the related personnel all 
over the country. 


The MCP announcement said a “crash training programme" has also been initiated 


alongwith a seminar inaugurated yesterday by a senior Executive Vice-President

DEBT RESCHEDULING PLEA ACCEPTED BY WORLD BANK

get debt moratorium from its donor countries as well as the World Bank for a period 
of one year, 1980-81, it is learnt here from reliable sources.

In the first place, the rescheduling facility will be obtained for 200 million 
dollars debt for the year 1980-81. This will be in addition to 500 million dollars 
the country is expected to receive from the IMF's extended fund facility of 1.5 
billion dollars during the current year. 


it is said that the remaining amount will be disbursed over the next two years in 
equal instalments provided the domestic efforts to stabilise the national economy 
fare well. 


It may be recalled that the World Bank Consortium had entrusted the IMF with the 
job of examining the merit of Islamabad's request for the debt relief. 


An IMF team was here in this connection which conducted negotiations with Pakistani 
team led by the Federal Fimance Secretary, Mr H.U. Beg. 


Pakistan had sought 1.3 billion dollars of IMF credit and 200 million dollars of 
annual debt relief for the next four years, Under the present arrangement, 
Pakistan is expected to improve its financial management through cut in subsidies 
and liberalised import policy.

GOVERNMENT APPROVES NEWSMEN'S CODE OF ETHICS 
Sombay [THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 8 Aug 80 p 13 


‘Text! Colombo, August 7 (AFP)--A code of ethics for Sri Lankan journalists 
approved by the government enjoins them to observe professional secrecy re- 
garding the source of information given to them in confidence. 


The ten-point code bars journalists from naming victims of sex crimes or nam- 
‘ag persons under 18 accused of a crime, in reporting crimes or criminal cases. 


The code stressed the need to ascertain the veracity of facts, refrain from dis- 
torting the truth and correcting within the shortest possible time incorrect 
reports. 


lt calls on journalists to respect the reputation of individuals and refrain from 
reporting information and comment regarding their private lives likely to harm 
their reputation unless the publication of the information is in the public inter- 
est as distinguished from public curiosity. 


The code says journalists shall not commit plagiarism, shall not present any 
matter in a way specifically designed to promote sadism, violence or salacity 
and shall not report any matter that is obscene. 


They have also been barred from reporting any matter for the purpose of promoting 
communal or religious discord or violence. 


Journalists have been asked to safeguard the dignity of their profession. The 
code says journalists shall not accept any bribe in money, kind of services for 
any matter connected with or incidental to their profession.
